and Expreſſion, or finiſh it as it ought. Is 
bath had Five Editions more, as it was reform'4 
by the Reverend and Worthy Mr. Dorrin gton, 
and a great part of it hath had divers other Edi- 


tions in ſtollen Books of Devotions, whoſe Mer-

cenary Authors have wiſely conceaFd their Names, 
leſt their plagiary Practices ſhould he prov'd upon 
them, It now preſents it ſelf the Fourth time, in 
a new Reform, unto the World, in which I do not 
deubt, but it will yet have many more Editions, 
and, perhaps, as many as any Book of Devotion, 
in what Language ſoever, exeept the Pſalter, e- 
ver bod, For though Mr. Dorrington's Reform 
of it hath very well deſerved the good Reception it 
hath found, yet it was not altogether ſo acceptable 
to ſome diſcerning, as well as devout Perſons, who 
were skilful in Divine Offices, and curious in 
the Theory, as well as conſtant in the Prattice of 
Devotions, Among theſe I have known not a 
few, who choſe to mark with their Pencils what- 
ever was amiſs in the unreform'd Devotions, that 
they might uſe them for their own private Benefit 


in the Author's own Method, rather than in that | 


of Mr, Dorrington, which, in their Fudg- 
ment, was not ſo inflaming, nor fitted for the 
great, and delightful Benefit of Social Devotions, 
for which the Divine Author (ſo I cannot but call 
him) ſeemed principally to contrive his Book, tho 
it is no leſs fit for Solitary Devotions, than that 
of Mr. Dorrington's is. | 
| Beſides, they objected, that Mr. Dorrington 
bad contracted the Four daily Offices into Two, 
that he had omitted the Leſſons; as many of 
which as are Canonical Scripture, the devout 
Author of this. Reform hath continued in the Ver- 
ſion of the Church of England; that he had not 
reformed the Office for the Dead; that in the O- 
ther he had left out many Things, which they think

together in the ſame Fourney, to exerciſe them- 
ſerves in at vacant Times, to the Honour of God, 
whom they delight to Worſhip ; the Comfort, and 
Satisfaction of their own Conſciences, when they

But of all others, none have it in their Power 
to practiſe this moſt delightful way of Worſbip in 
the Heaven-like Fellowſhip of alternate De vo- 
tion to ſo much Advantage as Religious Socie- 
ties, conſiſt ing of Two or Three or greater Num- 
bers. It is to ſuch Votaries that I particularly re-

count of its Offices, with ſome Directions about 
the Uſe of them, which thoſe, who are not well 
wers d in Divine Offices, will not otherwiſe eaſily 
nd out, 17 U : 
Know then, it conſiſts of Twelve Offices; One 
for every Day in the Week,One for our Saviour's 
Feaſts, One for the Holy Ghoſt, One for Saints, 
and One for the Dead, which the Author of this 
Reform hath entituled, A Preparatory Office 
for Death, and One for a Family. 1 
The Offices for every Day of the Week, though 
indeed they may be uſed on any other Day, are ap- 
propriated to their reſpettive Days, not only for 
the ſake of Order, or Method, but for particular 
Reaſons, upon which the great Author had bis Eye 
in their reſpective Appropriations, This appears 
from the Offices themſelves ; as in that of Thurf- 
day, which is all upon the Subject of the Holy 
Euchariſt, and its Inſtitution, becauſe on that 
Day our Lord before his Paſſion appointed that Ho- 
ly Sacrament, and commemorative Sacrifice,

before God, as well as among Men, of the great 
Propitiatory Sacrifice he made upon the Croſs, _ 

The Subject of Friday's Devotions, is our Sa- 
wiour's Sufferings, and our Redemption by them. 

Saturday's Office is upon the ſame Subject of 
our Lord's meritorious Sufferings, with a parti- 
cular Reſpe& to the Victory, he thereby obtained 
_ pver Sin and Death, and the Powers of Darkneſs. 

Sunday's Devotions are chiefly upon the Sub- 
fect of our Lord's glorious Reſurrection, with ſome 
Pſalms in it, which become the Chriſtian Sabbath, 
upon God's finiſhing the Creation, and reſting from 
all the Works which he had made. 

The Office of Monday, which was the ſecond 
Day of the Creation, is all compos'd in the Praiſe 
of God for the Works of Creation, and in celebra- 
ting his infinite Power, Wiſdom, and Goodneſs as 
of the great Architect of the World, who made it 
with infinite Skill and Art in Number, Weight, 
and Meaſure. 

Tueſday's Office is made in the Praiſe of God, 
as Preſerver and Suſtainer of all that 12 bath Cre- 
ated, and particularly, as the Preſerver, and 
Guardian of Men. | 

| Wedneſday s Office is e to adore God, 

as the great Governour, and Sovereign of the Cre- 

ation, who appoints every Creature its proper Of- 
fice, and guides all the Motions of the Univerſe ac- 
' cording to his own infinite Wiſdom, and Counſels, 
ſo as to bring about his own glorious Deſigns. 

The Office of our Saviour is all contrived to ſet 
forth his Nature, as Mediator, and Redeemer, 
and the Praiſes of bis infinite Love towards Men 
in undertaking, and gecompliſhing the great Work 

of our Redemption, The 
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The Office of the Holy Ghoſt is all in the 
Praiſe and Adoration of the Holy Spirit of God, 
the Third Perſon in the bleſſed and undivided Tri- 
nity, as be is our Sanctifier, where, after aſſer- 
ting his eternal Progeſſion from the Father and the 
Son, and his Equality with them in Glory, the 
Author celebrates his Praiſes in moſt Divine 
Pſalms and Hymns, as the Author of our ſecond 
Birth, and. glorifies him for all hi Gifts, and 
Graces, and Comforts to the Sons of Men, More 
particularly for illuminating our Under ſtandings, 
and ſanttifying our Wills, for helping us in our 
Prayers, and aſſiſting us againſt Evil Spirits; 
Finally for being our Director, Guide and 
Counſellor, for making our Bodies his Temples, 
and for finiſhing the Myſtery of our Redemption; 
withal, praiſing our Lord for ſending him in his 
miraculous Effuſions upon the Apoſtles punctually, 
according to his Promiſe, and ſhewing how every 
Perſon of the bleſſed Trinity, as one Co-infinite 
Goodneſs, contributed fo our Redemption, and 


graciouſly agreed to compleat our Felicity. 


In the Office for the Dead, every thing s 
ſaid, that the Subject of Death, or our Prepara- 
tion for it can require, There n ſet forth in moſt 
alfecting manner, The Miſery and Vanity of Man, 
as Mortal; The Excellency of his better, and 
immortal Part; The Happineſs of Departed Spi- 
rits ; The Moderation with which we ought to 
temper,and limit our Sorrow for our dead. Friends ; 


bow nearly it concerns us to ſecure our Peace with 


God before we die ; with many Things interſperſed 

concerning the Reſurredt ion, and the laft Fudg- 

ment, and the impartial, and indiſpenſible Fuſtice

In the Office of Saints are deſcribed, in moſt 
devout manner, the Sovereign Majeſty, and Glo- 
ry of God, as King of Saints and Angels, the Glo- 
ries of the other State in the Kingdom of Heaven, 

| the Union of Prophets, Apoſtles, Martyrs, and 
Confeſſors, and all the Saints, departed in one 
happy Fellowſhip, with Angels and Seraphims ; 
De wonderful Progreſs from Grace to Glory; The 
immenſe Goodneſs of God, who rewards Os im- 
perfect Services, and ſhort Sufferings, with infi- 
nite Rewards, and the Obligation which lies upon 
us to mention the Saints departed with Honour, to 
commemorate and imitate their Vertues, to Row 
zheir bleſſed Examples, and reverently to obey the 
Church in obſerving thoſe Feſtivals, which ſhe 
hath appointed to remember their Vertues, and re- 
cite their Sufferings for our own Edification, their 
Honour,and the Glory of God,to whom the Church 
of England, in her excellent Office of Communi- 
nion, firſt after the Reformation, did, in mo 
Catholick Manner, offer moſt high Laud, and 
Hearty Thanks for the wonderful Graces and 
i. Pertues, which be had declared in all bis Saints, 
F and by them beſtowed upon his Church from the 
A Beginning of the World.

In the Office for a Family is briefly compre- 
bended all what relates both to the Erudition and 
Devotion of a Chriſtian Family, and all the Sta- 

ges of Human Life are fitly repreſented, with the 
various Diſpenſations of God toward Mankind, 
From the Beginning to the End of all Things, 1 

order 
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order to our final and perfect Reſtoration. An! 
as Families are founded in the Society of Man and 
Woman, as firſt inſtituted by God; one main 
Part of tbe Service proper for a Family, turns upon a 
Religious and uſeful Diſcourſe of the Evil and Good 
which have been derived to Mankind by Woman, 
being Part of the Reformation of the Office for the 
B. Virgin, ſaid to be written by the ſame Au- 
ther; and which in all the former Editions was 
entirely left out. | 
Every one of theſe Offices hath Four Parts, the 
laſt only Excepted, and every one of theſe Parts 
may, as they are reform'd in this Book, be per- 
form d in Single, or Solitary Devotion, in 4 
Quarter of an Hour, or little more, which make 
but a ſmall Part of Time in every Day to ſpend in 
God's Service, and may well be ſpared from our 
other common Employments, or from our vacant 
Hours, wherein we do nothing, or are apt to do 
Ill, and are much better ſpent, than in giving and 
receiving vain, idle, and unprofitable Viſits, or 
waſting our precious Hours in Places of publick and 
dangerous Reſort, or long and tedious Dreſſes, one 
of the great Sins of this Age, or fooliſh Amuſe- 
ments of our Thoughts, which ſo many times in 
the Day might be ſo nobly entertained with the 
ſublime, and ingenious Notions of this Book. 
Two of theſe Four Parts are allotted for the 
Morning, or Forenoon, and Two for the Evening, 
or Afternoon, at ſuch Hours as every one may find 
— moſt convenient for himſelf þ he is a ſingle Perſon, 
e or as many agreeing together may appoint with 
„, leaſt Inconveniency to themſelves. If a ſingle Per- 
n MW ſon happens to be engaged unawares in Bufmeſe or 
r om- 
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Com or to be in a Journey, or Voyage, with 
2 may retire with bis Book 2 hl Quar- 
ter of an Hour into ſome Receſs, in an Houſe, Gar- 
den, or Field; and a Maſter of a Family, that 
bath appointed Hours for Devotion, may order 
his Books to be laid at his appointed Hours, and 
invite his Friends, who come in to join with him, 
if they are ſuch as he may communicate with, or 
they with him; or if not, with all Civility, he 
may borrow ſo ſmall a Part of an Hour of them, 
while he ſays his Prayers. This Cuſtow, if gene- 
rally obſerv*d, would ſoon bring Religion, and Re- 
ligious Perſons into Credit, Honour and Venera- 
tion; and, I hope, no Man will be ſo uncharitable 
as tothink, that while I thus recommend ſet Hours 
for Devotion, I am ſo ſuperſtitious as to put any 
Truſt in the bare Recital of a few Pſalms, and 
Prayers, and Hymns, at ſuch and ſuch preſcrib'd 
Times, but that I do it to reſtore the ancient Pra- 
flice of Devotion, which was in uſe among the 
| Jews, and the Primitive Chriſtians, among whom 
the Diſtinction of Hours for Prayer was not the 
Effect of Superſtition, but a rational Inſtitution, 
in which they agreed, as it were by common Inſpi- 
ration, as the beſt Means of advancing Piety and 
Devotion, | | 
Of the Five laſt Offices, that of our Saviour, 

is to be uſed in all the Sundays in Advent, and 
the Feſtivals of our Saviour, as Chriſtmas- 
Day, the Circumciſion, or New Year's Day, 
the Epiphany, called among us from the Time of 
the Saxons, the Twelfth Day, the Annun- 
ciation, Paſſion-Sunday, which may be inno- 
cently ehſerv'd, though not noted in the a! 
| O 
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of England Kalendar; Palm- Sunday, and 
Aſcenſion-Day. > only 

The Office of the Holy Ghoſt is to be ſaid 
en Whitſunday, Monday, and Tueſday ; and 
may with great Comfort and Benefit to ſerious 
Perſons, be ſaid, or read at any other Time. 

The Office of the Saints is to be uſed on all 
the Proper Feſtivals, or Days of Commemoration 
of particular Saints, whoſe Offices are alſo here 
added by the extellent Reformer of the Devoti- 
ons; and the Uſe of them is in a peculiar manner 
comfortable and proper to all Chriſtiaus, who are 
truly perſecuted for doing, or not doing any thing 
7 to their Chriſtian Duty, and the Laws 
of Goa. 
75. Office of the Dead 1s intended to be: 
ſaid at Diſcretion upon all Occaſions, of Epide- 
mical Diſeaſes and Mortality, upon the Death 
of our Neighbours, Friends and Relations,or upon 
the Anniverſary Day of the Death of any Perſon, 
whoſe Departure we think fit to commemorate, as 
long as we ſurvive them; or ſometimes a devout 
Perſon may have Occaſion, or Inclination to ſay 
one or other of theſe Offices on any Day of the 
Week, with great Advantage,which may be done, 
omitting the proper Offices of the Day; and ths 
proper Feſtivals ſhew the Times when they are to 
be uſed, 

And the Office for a Family is not confined 
to any Time, but may indifferently be uſed at the 
Diſcretion of the Maſter or Miſtreſs thereof 


upon ſuch ordinary Days when no Proper Service 
is appointed, 


Note, 
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Note, This is the only Office of the Twelve; 


which will not agree with Solitary Devotion, 


as well as with that which is Social; as being 
calculated chiefly for the Uſe of Religions Families, 
As for Directions in uſing the Offices, none 
are to be given to thoſe who uſe them alone; but 
they are wholly left to the Government of their 
own Diſcretions. But when Two, or more, ſay 
them together, tis fit they ſhould obſer ve ſome Or- 
ders, and Rules in their Social Devotion, ® for 
which Purpoſe I propoſe theſe which follow. 
Firſt, As ro the Place, let it be ſome private 
Oratory, if any ſuch can be had, at leaſt ſome 
Retirement, if tke Houſe, where they meet, will 
afford any ſuch. 
A. Martins, both falling down on their Knees, 
let them implore the Aſſiſtance of God; A. ſaying, 
Prevent, we beſeech thee, &c. Then, both 
riſing, let them ſay together, In the Name of 
the Father, &c. Then let A. ſay the Invita- 
tory, and B. repeat it every where as in the Book. 
Then, both continuing ſtanding, let A. repeat one 
Stanza of the Hymn, and B. the other. Then 
let A. ſay the Antiphon, and B, begin the 
Pſalm, which they are to recite alternately ;, or, 
if they like it better, let the Antiphon be ſaid at 
the Beginning and End of the Pſalm, and the Ver- 
ſes of the Pſalm be read alternately.in the way of 
Pſalmody, according to the preſent Practice of 
moſt Congregations of the Church of England, 
which makes a moſt Divine Harmony in Worſhip 
betwiæt the Prieſt and Chorus of the People. 
But the way of reciting the Antiphon, and the 
Verſes of the Pſalm alternately, is prefer d by the

Reformer, as well as the Author of the Devoti- 
ons. The Primitive Church had them both from 
the Synagogue; and there are many Examples 
of both to be found in the Book of Pſalms. At the 
End of every Pſalm, let A. ſay, Glory be to 
the 8 Faw and B. As —— in the Be- 
inning, & c. both continuing to ſtand, and ſhewi 
ome ot — Sign of W orſhip,by bowing the 2 
liſting up the Eyes to Heaven : For in all Devotion, 
the Exterionr Worſhip is never to be neglected; and 
thoſe, ſtiff, moroſe, and ſaturnine Yotiſts, 


who are ſo ſparing of bodily Adoraton in our moſt 


ſolemn Services, refuſing to ſtand at the Smging 
of Plalms, and Anthems, or to bow to God be- 
fore his Holy Altars, act not only againſt the com- 
mon Notions of Mankind, and the Nature of Di- 
vine Worſhip, but, if they would obſerve it, a- 
gainſt their own Inclinat ions; which, if not re- 
ſtrained by falſe Preconceptions, or warpt contrary 
to their Bent by Perverſeneſs of Humour, and Edu- 
cation, would naturally prompt them, like other 
Men, to declare their inward by their outward 
Adoration, and join the Worſhip of the Body with 
the Devotion of the Soul. The Plaſms being end- 
ed, let A. read the Leſſons, and B. the Reſpon- 
ſories, till he come to the firſt Star, and then A. 
is to read to the Ph Star, where B. is to repeat 
what A. ſaid before, as is directed in all the Re- 
ſponſories. 5 
The great Hymn, called, Te Deum, con- 
cludes the Sunday Matins, or begins the Lauds. 


Benedictus, or the Song of Zacharias, is uſed 


after the Antiphon, which follows the Hymn 
in Sunday Lauds. Magnificat, or the 1 
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of the Bleſſed Virgin, is recited after the An- 
tiphon, which follows the Hymn at Sunday 
Veſpers. Ard Nunc dimittis, or the Song of 
Simeon, is repeated after the Antiphon, which 
follows the Hymn in Sunday Compline. And 
this laſt Service is concluded with the Verſ. and 
Reſp. beginning at Vouchſaſe, &c. 

All theſe may be ſo uſed in the ſame Order in 
other Offices, where they are not printed at large; 
but thoſe who have a mind to uſe them in the 
other Offices, may recite them in their proper 
Places, without any other Inconvenience than of 
turning to the Places, where they are printed in 
the Sunday Office. 

Every Office may. alſo be concluded with the ſo- 
lemn Benediction, viz. The Peace of God,&c. 
But if he is not a Prieſt that ſpeaks it, Our is to 
be ſaid inſtead of Your, and Us inſtead of You. 

Alſo the fame Invitatory may ſerve to begin 
4 l the other Parts of every Office, as well as the 
Matins, and the ſame Directions will ſerve to 
guide all devout Perſons in the Uſe of them; and 
at any time, when unforeſeen Accidents and Buſi- 
neſs will not allow them to ſay them at diſtinct 
Hours, they may paſs immediately from the Ma- 
tins to the Lauds in the Morning, and from 
Veſpers to the Complines in the Afternoon. 
And it is to be noted, that any other Prayers, or 
Forms of Prayers, for the Morning or Evening, 
as for the King, the Church, or our Friends, or 
Interceſſions for any other Perſons, or Petitions 
for Things; as alſo any Forms of Thankſgiving, 
may be uſed in any, or all the Parti of theſe Of- 
feces, as Prudence ſhall direct them in their ſoli- 
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tary Devotions, or as Religious Companies, or 
Societies, who joyn together in Social Worſhip, 
ſhall agree among themſelves. | 

Thus much I thought fit to premiſe concerning 
the Excellency of theſe Offices, and the Uſe of 
them; and, I hope, no Friends to Piety or Devo- 
tion, will, thro" Prejudice, or other Human Weak- 
neſs of Underſtanding, diſlike them, becauſe they 
are Reformed Devotions. Far be this from 
any Man, who would be thought wiſe or good, leſt 
by the ſame Power of Prejudice and Paſſion, if 
God do not reſtrain him, he ſhould come to diſlike 
our pure Religion it ſelf, and its ſolemn IWorſhip, 
becauſe they are both Reformed. 

There are ſome among the Learned, as well as 
among the more common ſort, _ are ſubject to 
ſuch Prejudices againſt the Church of Rome; 
they are apt to think there are no true Fruits of 
Piety among thoſe of that Communion, nor any 
Helps to Heaven can come from thence, But 
theſe Perſons ſhoul'd conſider, that there are Three 
forts of Men in that Church, who are not ſo ac- 
countable for the Errors and Corruptions thereof. 
Some thro the powerfitl Influence of Education, 
and the invincible, or almoſt invincible Ig- 
norance, that attends it, do nat » diſcern the 
great Faults of their Church, and God being mer- 
ciful to ſuch Mens Miſtakes, gives them his Holy 
Spirit, by the Aſſiſtance whereof they bring forth 
the Fruits of true Piety, and among. theſe we may 
find many Perſons eminent for Humility, Purity, 
Charity, Devotion, Gentleneſs, Self-Denial, and 
Reſignation, and other Chriſtian Graces, and where 
we find Men in dangerous Communions, ſo 4575 
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red againſt the Dangers of them, by the ſpecial 
Favour of God,we ought to magnifie his Goodneſs, 
and their Examples ought to provoke us to Emu- 
lation, and to imitate, or rather out-do the Pat- 
terns they ſet us in good Works. 

Some there are again, who knowing the con- 
troverted Doftrines and Practices of their Church, 
and the heavy Charges we juſtly lay upon them, 
yet thro the Modeſty, and Flumility of their 
Tempers, join'd with a credulous Charity, and 
great Admiration they bave for that Church, up- 
on the Account of fome * glaring but accidental 
Advantages which other Churches want, they are 
unwilling to enter into a thorough Examination 
of the Points in Controverſie, thinking it the 
ſafeſt way to make no ſtrict Reſearches, but 
deny their Vnderſt andings in ſome Things, as they 
ao their Wills in others, in Submiſſion to their 
Church's Authority, and to believe as ſhe doth. 
This, as I gueſs, from ſome Expreſſions in the 
Thurſday Office, of the Unreform'd Devori- 
ons, was the Caſe of that humble and charitable 
Gentleman, who was the Author of theſe Devoti- 
ons. He thought it hard to charge a Church of 
ſuch eminent Prerogatives with ſuch great Errors, 
and could not believe, that ſo great a part of 
Chriſtianity, as ſhe poſſeſſes, and ſo many Guides 
of Souls that are in her, ſhould all be in the wrong. 
Thus his Modeſty and Charity to that Church 
made him forget the State of the Jewiſh Church 


in 


* Such as Antiquity, a clearer Hiſtory of Succeſ- 
ſion, great extent over many Dominions, Number 
of Martyrs, being the Mother or Planter of many 
other Churches, c. | 
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in the Reign of Ahab, and of the Chriſtian i# 
the Arian Reigns. Nevertheleſs, we ought to 
magnifie the abundant Mercy of God, who, in in- 
finite Pity to his miſtaken Humility, and too cre- 
dulous Charity, was pleaſed to give him the Spirit 
of Devotion, with _ other eminent Gifts and 
Graces, of which we have an Account in the 
Epiſtle Dedicatory to the Unreform'd Devoti- 
ons, by J. S.which is left out of the Fourth Edie 
tion of them. 

Others there are, in the Third Place, who, tho 
they are convinced of the dangerous Errors, both 
in Doctrine and Practice of their Church, and 
that it ought to reform from them, yet think it 
better to bewail them in private, and daily 
ing for a Reformation, to bear with them till the 
happy time when the Church ſhall reform it ſelf in 
Peace, and with Security to the Succeſſion, 
and Authority of the Prieſthood, the Go- 
vernment, Diſcipline, and Patrimony of 
the Church, and the juit Exerciſe of all her 
Spiritual Powers and Rights, Great Num- 
bers of ſuch well-diſpoſed Men are, and always 
have been in the Church of Rome, ſince it needed 
to be Re form d, and the Chriſtian World is 
bebolden to many of them for their admirable 
Works, which we are to embrace, with all Reſpect 
to their Perſons and Memories, and Thankfulneſs 
to God, who gave them ſuch excellent Gifts, Theſe 
are Men, who groaning under the Tyranny and 
Bondage of the Court of Rome, which 5 cor - 
rupts their Church, wait for Deliverance from 
that Corruption into the glorious Liberty of the 
Children of God, They are no Diſturbers of 
Sg Chriſtian 
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Chriſtian Kingdoms, and States, no Flatterers of 
the Papal Chair, who write for Promotion: On 
the contrary, they write for Truth, and for the 
Church, againſt the Court of Rome ; for the 
Church and its Rights againſt the Papal Uſur- 
pations, and are none of thoſe Sons of Pride and 
Bigotry, who ſend us in the Lump to Hell, 
as Hereticks, tho they think us not Reform d 
#n that free and happy manner, that in Lave 
to the Church of God, and Compaſſion to us, ſome 
of them ſeem heartily to wiſh, One of them wri- 
ting of us not long ſince, ſaid, We are rather to 
be called Non- Cat holic s than Hereticks : And 
tho theſe Men do not come over to us, but think 
it beſt to abide in that Communion, from which 
we had great Reaſon to reform; yet, it would be 
not only great Weakneſs,but Previſlmeſs, and want 
of Chriſtian Candor, for us to refuſe to pay that 
Honour to their Perſons, or Memories which is 
due unto them, upon the Account of their ſingular 
Gifts, or not give their excellent Writings that 
Acceptance they deſerve, eſpecially when they are 
Reform'd. a 
Wherefore in commending the Author of the 
Devotions, and recommending this Reform of 
them to the World, J hope, I have done nothing 
contrary to my Character, and the Relation I bear 
to the Church of England, to which I would 
to God every one, that 13 of her Communion, wiſh'd 
as well as Ido. I am ſure, ſuch Books, as this, 5 
will do her no Harm, hut very much Good, tho, it P 
comes from a Member of a Church, that will B 
never be Friends with us for reforming from her, ft 
till God ſhall give her Grace to reform her Je > 
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haue commended it purely ſor its Morth and

Country, or live but a little Diſtance of a few 
Miles from us; but when we have once laid them 
in the Grave, when they are abſent from the Bo-

| known them, or had any Acquaintance with them, 
or Delight in them, or received any Benefit by

To theſe 1s alſo 
added a Prayer to be ſaid upon a Faſt, before a 
Battle, (or even generally in time of War ) taken 
From a Manual of Devotions, printed at Lyons: 
with a ſhort Service to be uſed in any imminent 
Peril of Death from what Cauſe ſoever, which 
laſt may ſerve for a Supplement to the Prepara- 
tory Office ; and may be joyned with any part 
of it, as occaſion ſhall be. But here it may be 
expected that I ſhould give ſome further Dire- 
ons, for the uſe of the Additional De voti- | 
ons in this Edition. s 1 
Know then, that in the Compline to the 
Office of the Holy Ghoſt, which is now com- 
pleated after the Model of tbe reſt, all the Ver- 
ſicles, Reſponſories, Antiphons, Pſalms 
and Hymns are directed to be ſaid Alternately, ' 
in the ſame Method as at Sunday-Compline. 
Then after a ſhort Pauſe, for ſilent Meditation, 
the better to attend to the Word of God, and the 
; devont Motions of his Holy Spirit, A. reads | 
the Leſſon ; after which, B. recites the Anti- 
phon for Nunc dimittis, and they both ſing, | 
or ſay that Canticle; and ſo proceed as in the | 
other Parts of 'the ſame Office. And thelike | 
Order is alſo tò be obſerved in the Compline, 
which is Preparatory for Death; inſerting in

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its proper Place any Commemoration that

The Office for a Family is intended for the 
Benefit of Families, to be uſed ( as has been ſaid) 
at Diſcretion ;,- but more eſpecially at the Seaſons 
of Advent and Lent, and upon Days of parti- 
cular Commemoration, for obtaining a Bleſſing 
upon the Family, as upon the Annverſary- Day 
Marriage, or upon the firſt Settlement of the | 
Married Couple in any Habitation, or upon the | 
Birth of every Child in it, and the like. This | 
Office 1s not altogether in the Method of the for- 
mer; and is of a more general Extent with re- 
ſpect both to Time and Perſons, and it conſiſts of 
no more than two Parts, or Morning and Even- 


ing Prayer, whereas all the reſt have Four, 


each of which alſo may be abridg'd by the Head 
of the Family; obſerving but the Rules laid down . 


in the Office it [clf. 


A Commemoration is made by reciting the 
Antiphon, Verſicle, Reſponſory and Prayer, 
in them that are Proper for Feſtivals and Pe- 
nitentials, ſor the Feaſt or Faſt commemorated ;, 


and it is to be made immediately after the Prayer 


of the Day, whoſe Office is actually ſaid, both 


| "at Lauds and Veſpers, or in caſe theſe be omit- 


ted, (as may ſometimes happen) then at Matins 
and Compline. Commemorations may alſo 
be performed in any one of the Offcer; and eſpe- 
cially when two Holy Days come together, whe-. 
ther they be both Feſtivals, or a Feſtival and 4 
Faſt, then it will be enough to Commemorate 
only the Leſſer, with the compleat Office for the 
Greater, The ſame Rule is alſo to be obſerved 
„ 
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for the Occaſionals. Nom the Reader will here 
meet with, beſides thoſe Proper of Feſtivals, 
which were continu'd in the Three former Re- 
form d Editions, more Common Commemora- 
tions; for the Church and State, for all Con- 
aitions of Men; for Enemies in particular, as 
well as Friends and Natural Relations; for 
Saints ard ail the Faithful Departed; with a 
General Commemoration and Supplication by 
-way of Litany. 
| The Commemorations, or Particular Sup- 
plications, are to be uſed Daily, except when the 
General Supplication, or Litany (either that 
which is added to the Commemorations, or 
that which is in the Office for a Family) is ſaid. 

The Occaſional Offices in time of Mortali- 
ty, Dearth, War, or Perſecution ;, in Melanc ho- 
by or Trouble of Mind; and upon the Sickneſs, 
| Recovery or Deceaſe of any Member in the Fami- 
y z are to be uſed with the Daily Commemorations, 

The Feſtivals are Devetions appropriated to 
all the Particular Feaſts of the Church, as well 
ſuch as reſpett the Myſterious Oeconomy of our 
Salvation, or honour the Grace of God communis 
cated by Chriſt to his Apoſtles and other Saints: 
And are to be uſed before or after the Comme- 
morations. ; 

The Penitentials are particularly appointed 
to aſſiſt the Devotion of all Humble Penitents, 
at the Times ſet apart by the Church, and upon all 
other Occaſions whatſoever, when we are either 
publickly or privately call'd to humble our Souls be- 
fore God, and according to Antient Diſcipline to 
caſt our ſelves down before his Throne of oye 

"oF h wit 
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with Weeping, Faſting and Prayer. Thus theſ® 
Four laſt, namely, the Commemorations, the 
Occaſionals, the Feſtivals and the Penitenti- 
als, do ſerve to fill up and vary the Twelve Greats 
Offices, of which a full Account has been given. 

If it be urged by any that they cannot conveni- 
ently perform theſe Offices Four Times in a Day, 
they may at leaſt uſe them Twice, that is Morn- 
ing and Night: particularly, they may take the | 
Matins and Compline for one Week, and the 
Lauds and Veſpers for another Week. And thus 
the Daily Offices, inſtead of a Week for wand 
they are deſign d, will be made to ſerve 4 Fort- 
night, Nay, whereas alſo the Morning and E 
vening Prayer for a Family, with the Litany 
and Suffrages at the end of that Office, will doubt- 
leſs appear too large for ſome, or at ſometimes when 
they are well inclined to make uſe of it; they are 
at liberty to omit either the Proper Pſalms, or 
the Litany, as they ſhall find themſelves diſpoſed 
and at leiſure, ſo this Omiſſion proceed not out of 
Coldneſs and Inde otion. Or they may uſe but 
One of the Thrge Plalms for the Morning and ＋ 
Evening at once: And ſo, with a little Variety 
in the Collefts, by the atlaition only of ſome proper 
Commemorations and Occaſional Prayers, | 
this Service may eaſily te made into Three leſſer | 
ones, for ſo many Mornings and Evenings. In 
like manner alſo the Four other Offices may be di- 
vided, by them that for want of Leiſure cannot 
join in them all, For in that of our Bleſſed. 
Lord, and of the Holy Ghoſt, as alſo of the 
Saints, either the Martins and Veſpers alone 
ay be ſaid upon the Proper Feſtival, and the 
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Lauds and Compline «pon the next Day, or 
of the Seven Days after incluſive, commonly 
calbd Octave; or the Lauds and Compline 
on the Feſtival of our Lord, or any other, and 
the Matins and Veſpers upon the Octave of the 
ſame, but eſpecially the very next Day; or other- 
wiſe as the Head of the Family, or Religious Soci- 
ety, ſhall for good Order's ſake determine. And 
moreover it may be ſufficient, that is, where there 
wants Opportunity for more, devoutly to recite 
even but One part alone of the Preparatory 
Office for Death, or elſe to join Two of them 
together; but ſtill obſerving that the Laft Part of 
this Office is chiefly deſign'd in Commemoration of 
' thoſe Relations and Friends, whom we may rea- 
| ſonably hope that their Warfare is happily accom- 
 pliſh/d in the Fear and Love of God: whereas the 
other Three Parts may be indifferently uſed upon 
any Memento of our own Mortality, by the Death 
' of any whomſoever known to us. 

It is further to be obſerva, that upon Days of 
folemn Humiliation and Faſting, and particularly 
in the Uſe of the Office for the Dead, the Alle- 
luja and common Doxology, are to be omitted:

And if alſo he have a Mind to ſay or ſing an 
Hymn, at the Performance of each Part of this 
Office, he may eaſily ſupply both the Matins, 
Lauds and Veſpers, either out of the Friday- 
Office, or that for the Saints, or elſe may uſe 
the Evening Family- Hymn, as he ſhall pleaſe. 
The Te Deum, no leſs than the Alleluja ant 
Doxologies, is certainly moſt of all Proper up- 
on Sundays and Holy Days. And as this 
Hymn ſhould then never be omitted, it is not al- 
together ſo ſuitable to be joyned with the Peni- 
tential Offices. And the ſame thing is to be 
ſaid likewiſe of the Canticles of Zacharias and 
the Bleſſed Virgin. Theſe, leaving ont in the 
former the laſt part which immediately reſpefts 
the Birth of St. John Baptiſt (except within 
the Octave of his Feaſt) being appropriared more 
peculiarly to Feſtival Rejoycings on account of the 
Great Myſtery of our Redemption; yet ſo never- 
theleſs, as not to be at any time unſcaſonable.

I had here concluded my Preface, but that 1 
was deſired to ſay ſomething to an Objection, 
which ſome have made againſt the Words, Ma- 
tins, Veſpers, Lauds, and Compline, which 
denominate the Four Parts of every Office in this 
Book, This is ſuch a trifling Exception, that 
one would wonder it ſhould be made by Men of. 
good Senſe, or good Meanings, eſpecially, if they

ſeems, there are of this laſt ſort, who, to render 


this Book of Devotion ſuſpetted, have ſaid, 


That thoſe Words carry with them a Sound 


of Popery ; as if all Words, and . Were 


Popery, that are uſed in the Offices, or by Wri- 


ters of the Church of Rome. Theſe Men ſhould 
conſider, that if the Devotions be good, there can 
be no Harm in the Words, which have been long 


uſed to 1 them; and, how knowing ſoever 


they may be in ſome Things, it is plain they have 


nct been converſant in Books of Devotion, but are 


zgncrant of the preper Terms of Divine Offices, 


and muſt be ſent to School to thoſe Authors, who 
have written the Rationale's of them, and of the 
Rites and Ceremonies uſed in them, And then 


they will ſee their Vanity in objecting againſt this 


Book upon the Account of theſe Words, The firſt 
ef them is ſtill uſed by the Church of England; 


the ſecond, I hope, is a very harmleſs Word,

Some others, I hear, there are, who have no 
other Objection againſt this Book, but that it is 
Needleſs, and Superfluous, becauſe, as th 
think, there are too many Books of Devotion al. 
ready in the World, But are there not much 
greater Numbers. of Books written in all Arcs, 
and Sciences, ſuited in various Styles, and 
Methods of Writing, to the ſeveral Palats, and 
Capacities of the great Number of Readers? Some 
whereof are pleaſed with this Book, and others 
like that, and another, perhaps, frees a Third, 
or Fourth before them both, I once heard a 
friendly Diſpute in a Company of Learned, and 
Ingenious Men, who differed much in their Opi- | 
nions abont the Books, which were written upon 
the Subject of Oratory, one of them was for 
Ariſtotle's 
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Ariſtotle's Rhetorick, another for Tully de 
Oratore, another preferred what Quintilian 
had written on that Subject, a Fourth liked 
D. Longinus mgi des better than all the reſt. 
There was another Gentleman in tbe Com- 
pany, who had read them all, and he be- 
ing made Umpire in the Diſpute, declared, 
that whey were all the beſt, as every Man 


liked. 


I ſay the ſame for Books of Devotion, which 
is Oratory in another Senſe ; they are all 
good, nay, all the beſt, all needful and all uſe- 


ul for the Chriſtian World, as they. happen to 


be moſt agreeable to the ſeveral Genius's of de- 
vout Perſons, whereof ſome like this ſort, ſome 
that, ſome another, and ſome 4 Fourth, and 
others, perhaps, a Fifth ſort. Wherefore to 
condemn Books of Devotion upon the Account 
of their Number, is in Conſequence to condemn 
all Books, or elſe to be ſeverer to Devotion, and 
Men, and Books of Devotion, than any other 
Subject, or any other ſort of Men, and Books.

He is the Worker of our Spiritual Con- 
ception and Nativity ; that Chriſt may be 
form'd in us, and we may Live by his Life. 
He was the Worker in the Baptiſm and 
ſolemn Inauguration of this our Great Pro- 


phet and Prieſt ; and the Glory that over- 


ſhadow'd him, when he was ſet apart from 


among his Brethren. 


He is the Worker in our Baptiſmal Con- 
ſecration; and is the Glory that enters in- 
to holy Souls, making them the Friends of 
God, and the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt.
